Long before Gricket emerged from 
Hambledon, English games players 
had played (probably for 400. years) 
both real tennis, quite different 
from Lawn Tennis, und o lawn 
game, now known as Badminton. 
Badminton had its origin in 
France, aud a hundred years ago 
it was known as “ Long. Tennis.” 
The man, who gave Badminton its 
‘name, was tho Duk: of Beaufort, 
from his. country seat of Badmin. 
ton. 

In England ‘to-day Badminton is 
almost always played indoors, but 
in the earlier days it was’ an en- 
tirely olitdoor | game, However, 
from then onwards, its papularity 
—both indoors and outdoors—has 
steadily increased, despite the fact 
that the Britidh Periodical, the 
Field, in its issue of November 8, 
1873, stated: ‘to ‘call the game 
Badminton is to’ usurp the namo of 
a cooling and very popular bever- 
age, o mixture of claret, soda water 
and sugar, not at all appropriate 
for this game.” :
